Nation’s Editors Comment on Increase in Naval Shipbuilding Appropriation, 


The increase in the appropriations for naval shipbuilding has been-the subject 
of editorial comment in a large number of the nation’s daily newspapers. By and 
large, the majority heartily favor the movement to give the United States a treaty 
strength Navy, pointing out that our ten-year program of disarmament by example 
failed of its purpose. Others, however, considerably the minority, protest against 
the construction of ships, seeing the move as the beginning of a building race 
which will lead to war. 





“In voting to restore part of the sums for naval construction cut by the House 
of Representatives, the Senate Appropriations Committee on Thursday showed a 
sound understanding of the nation’s naval needs,” the New York Herald-T'ribune 
comments. “The chief argument put forward by the House members who favored 
cutting the construction program was that such a gesture miczht encourage the 
other nations to agree to restrict their building operations. The persistence with 
which this idea has been sponsored shows a surprising lack of understanding of 
the history of international negotiations with respect to arms limitations. For a 
period of ten years the United States virtually attempted disarmament by example. 
This policy had no deterring influence whatever on the other treaty nations. They 
built steadily, guided by the treaty provisions. Of what possible use, therefore, 
resuming once more this policy of the ‘good example’?” 





“Evidently the pacifist sentiments have not registered in Congress,” states the 
San Jose, Calif., Mercury Herald, “for the Associated Press reports that the House 
passed ‘with a thundering chorus of ayes the $460,000,000 naval appropriation bill’, 
which tops all peace-time expenditures. * * * As we are threatened with no attack, 
the thundering ayes in the House can only mean that they reflect the sentiment 
of Congress on increase of armaments. A great war machine appeals to it. 

“Japan suspects we are building this great machine against it, and many 
Americans are saying war with Japan is inevitable. While there is not the slightest 
cause for war between the two nations, talk could lead to it, for suspicion and 
mistrust are tinder of war. 

“The disturbing fact is that we uppear to be drifting away from the principles 
of the Kellogg pact and toward the big navy policy which makes for militarism.”

Macon Investigation Report 


Commending the handling of the 
Macon by her commanding officer Lt. 
Comdr. TT. V. Wiley and the conduct of 
every officer and man aboard, the court 
of inquiry which investigated the loss 
of the Navy’s large dirigible off Point 
Sur, Calif., last Feb, 12, was able to 
come to no detinite conclusion regard- 
ing the cause of accident. 

Kither “a gust of wind” or “the giv- 


ing way of some part of the ship’s 
structure” was the direct cause of the 
deflation of gas cells which put the 
Macon out of control and the conse- 
quential breaking up of the vessel, 
reclares the report of the court of in- 
quiry headed by Rear Adm. Orin G. 
Murfin, USN, which was made public 


at the Navy Department this week. The 
court found also that as a result of in- 
spections and preparations for the flight 
on which the dirigible was lost and the 
experience of her crew, the Macon was 


“in all respects in condition for the 
duty upon which she was ordered.” 
Whether conditions were such, it was 


found, that there was no reason for any 
concern for the safety of the ship. 

Five pages of “findings of fact’ were 
included in the report. The opinion of 
the court, however, consisted of only 
one sentence, viz., “The court is of the 
opinion that no offenses have been com- 
mitted and no blame incurred.” After 
describing the events prior to the acci- 
dent and the action of the ship after 
it got out of control, the findings of 
facts conclude: 

“That the conduct of every officer and 
man aboard the USS Macon at the time 
of her loss was exemplary and in con- 
formity with the best traditions of the 
naval service. 

“That the ship was well handled by 
the commanding officer of the USS 
Macon immediately preceding the casu- 
alty, at the time of the casualty, and 
following the casualty, and that he did 
everything within his power to save the 
ship and personnel. 

“That the first indication of any 
trouble to the USS Macon was a sudden 
lurch or jar to the ship. 





“That the court has been unable to 
determine whether or not this lureh was 
caused by a gust of wind or by the giv 
ing way of some part of the ship's 
structure, but that whatever caused the 
lurch was the direct cause of the damage 
that followed. 

“That the first actual damage to the 
USS Macon occurred to or in the vicinity 
of frame 17.5 in the upper part of the 
ship in close proximity to the area wher 
the fin is attached to the hull structure 
of the ship; but the court is unable to 


determine from the evidence adduced 
just what part of the structure gave 


way first. 

“That as a result of the giving way of 
some part of the structure in the part 
of the ship referred to in finding 2%, 
gas cells number one and two were 
ruptured and deflated rapidly, and the 
deflation of gas cell number zero fol 
lowed immediately thereafter. 

“That following the deflation of thes 
cells, or coincident therewith, there was 
u progressive breaking up of the upper 
part of the ship’s structure in the 
vicinity of frame 17.5, including the 
upper fin, which resulted in the loss 0

Pass West Point Bill 

The House of Representatives, on mo- 
tion of Representative J. J. McSwain, 
chairman of the House Military Affairs 
Committee, on Thursday, May 23, unani 
mously passed the bill increasing the 
number of West Point appointments. 

The bill has been sent back to the Sen- 
ate for concurrance with the House 
amendments, the most important of 
which authorizes the assignment of 1200 
Reserve officers to a year’s active duty 
with the Army and the commissioning 
of 75 of them each year in the Regular 
Army. Such authority already exists 
but can be made effective only through 
increasing the appropriations for that 
purpose and lifting the limit on the num- 
ber of officers. Whether this step will 
be taken remains to be seen. 

Last week, Chairman McSwain wrote 
letters to every member of the House 
urging their support for the bill as 
amended. Although previously opposed 
to the increase in West Point appoint 
ments he put himself wholeheartedly be 
hind it when reported out by his com 
mittee. 

The letter sent by Chairman McSwain 
to every member of Congress is as fol- 
lows: 

“T assume that you are naturally in 
terested in the proposal to increase the 
number of appointments to the Military 
Academy at West Point, wherein one 
addiional vacancy would he immediately 
created for each member of Congress. 
This is before us currently in S. 2105, 
which has passed the Senate and which 
with an additional amendment affecting 
the Reserve Officers Corps has just been 
reported favorably by the Committee on 
Military Affairs of the House. 

“In addition to approving the Senate 
bill to increase the number of vacancies 
at the Military Academy the House 
Military Affairs Committee added an 
amendment, the provisions of which I 
am sure will be equally of interest to 
you. In substance this amendment would 
authorize the president to call into the 
active service with the regular army for 
a period not to exceed one year twelve 
hundred Reserve Officers, of whom 50% 
shall be in the grade of Second Lieu- 
tenant, 30° in the grade of First Lieu- 
tenant, 15% in the grade of Captain 
and 5% of Field Officer grade and with 
the further provision that upon the con- 
clusion of the year’s training service in 
the regular army the President would be 
further authorized to appoint seventy 
five of these Reserve Officers to perma- 
nent commissions as Second Lieutenants 
in the regular army. In effect it would 
permit the selection of those best quali- 
fied for permanent commissions from 
among those called for one year’s service. 

“Enclosed herewith you will find list 
of colleges, land-grant or otherwise, uni- 
versities and state universities through- 
out the country which maintain senior 
Rr. O. T. C. courses and from which 
schools approximately 7,000 young men 
are annually graduated. If you will look 
this over I am sure you will be aware 
of the fact that many young men from 


your own Congressional District are 
thus directly interested. 
“May I point out that through the 


adoption of this amendment the oppor- 
tunity will be afforded for many of the 
younger R. 0. T. C. graduates to receive 
a year’s training in the army with the 
possible final reward of a commission in 
the regular army even though such men 
may not have had the opportunity to 
attend West Point. 

“Referring particularly to the added 
amendment may I quote from a letter 
sent by General Pershing to the Military 
Affairs Committee of the House: 

“*With respect to utilization of Reserve 
Officers, I believe that in general they 
should be rotated on this duty by rela- 
tively short periods and that such use 
should, so far as possible, be confined to 


those recently graduated from our 
R. O. T. C. institutions. Under these 
methods the invaluable training im- 


parted would be wisely distributed and 
would longest effect the efficiency of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. At the same 
time opportunity would be accorded the 
War Department to select from among 
those young men those best suited for

Naval Appropriations 

By an overwhelming vote of 58 to 14, 
members of the Nye munitions commit- 
tee this week lost in an attempt to 
tack onto the naval appropriation bill a 
number of amendments the effect of 
which would have been to hamper naval 
progress. 

Senator Nye, chairman of the special 
subcommittee, sought to recommit the 
measure with instructions to consider 
a number of proposals he advanced, 
which would set up a control of navy 
shipbuilding in the Comptroller General, 
would muzzle naval officials and would 
require State Department approval of 
the holding of naval maneuvers. After 
his decisive defeat on this point, he 
launched a drive, aided by other mem- 
bers of the munitions investigation com- 
mittee, to eliminate funds for the lay- 
ing down of additional naval vessels, 


All committee amendments, save the 
one restoring the $11,000,000 for ship 
construction, were approved by the 
Senate without debate. This amend 


ment, which would allow full funds for 
the 24 new ships in next year's pro 
gram, was passed over at the request of 
Senator Nye, on May 22, when the other 
committee amendments were agreed (jo 
Senator Byrnes, chairman of the sub- 
committee which handled the Navy 
hill, also offered one committee amend- 
ment on the floor which because of the 


Senate rules had not been written into 
the bill with the: others. This amend 
ment will permit during the current 
year and thereafter that travel allow 


ances be paid to dependents of personne] 


of all of the services under the 1922 
Pay Act when they are ordered home 
for retirement. There was already in 


the bill, a section which gives this privi- 


lege to the Navy and Marine Corps 
The new section does not apply retro 


actively to the fiscal year 1994 as does 
the other provision in the bill, left un- 
changed, applying only to the Navy and 
Marine Corps. I[t was adopted without 
debate.

The debate in the Senate, Thursday, 
May 23, was for the most part taken up 
by Senators Bone, of Washington, Van 
denberg, of Michigan and Clark, of Mis- 
souri, and was directed toward amend- 
ing the bill so that collusion in bidding 
by shipbuilders should be prohibited, 
dispatch of naval missions to foreign 
vovernments terminated and maneuvers, 
as well as speaking by naval oflicers, 
should not be permitted except with the 
express approval of the State Depart- 
ment. 

The purpose of the amendments and 
the discussion thereon was to 
the Senators to advance the views 
which they have adopted as a result of 
the Munitions Investigation, and so to 
prepare the way toward the passage of

a bill for the control of munitions of 
war which they have reported. 

Points of order against these several 
amendments were made and announced 
by the Presiding officer, but there was 
finally accepted a provision that “no 
part of the funds herein appropriated 
shall be available to pay a contractor 
upon any contract entered into under 
authority of this act unless, at the time 
of filing his bid, he shall also file the 
estimates upon which such bid was 
based.” 

Senator Vandenberg, in supporting 
this proposal, declared that nothing he 
had said “is intended in any way to 
reflect upon the Navy itself or the in- 
tegrity of any officers of the Navy who 
are dealing with these shipbuilding con- 
tracts”, a judgment designed to make 
the public understand that there was 
no foundation whatsoever for the sug- 
gestions of collusion between the ship- 
builders and the Navy Department, 
which was properly and emphatically 
resented by Rear Admiral Land, Chief 
Naval Constructor.

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Pass Veterinarians’ Bill 


The Senate on May 20 passed the bill 
(S. 363) “to increase the efficiency of the 
Veterinary Corps”. The bill now goes to 
the House. When the bill came up in 
the Senate, Senator King of Utah ob- 
jected but when Senator Carey explained 
the purpose of the bill Senator King 
withdrew his objection and the bill 
passed. 

“The purpose of the bill”, said Senator 
Carey, “is to grant to officers of the 
Veterinary Corps of the Army who 
served in the Quartermaster Corps the 
same privileges that such officers have 
who served in the Cavalry and Artillery. 
When the Veterinary Corps was created 
the Congress gave those veterinary 
surgeons who served in the Cavalry and 
Artillery credit for such service, but 
those who served in the Quartermaster 
Corps were not given the same credit. 
The purpose of the bill is to accord to 
them the same treatment which was ac- 
corded to those who were in the other 
branches of the sery!-e. There are very 
few of them, and it will cost the Govern- 
ment less than $1,000 a year.” 

The bill was amended to 
follov’s : 

Be it enacted, etc., That for the purpose 
of promotion, longevity pay, and retirement 
there shall be credited to officers of the 
Veterinary Corps, and former officers of the 
Veterinary Corps now on the retired list, 
all full-time service rendered by them as 
veterinarians in the Quartermaster Depart 
ment, Cavalry, or Field Artillery: Provided, 
That no back pay or allowances shall be 
held to have accrued prior to the passage 
of this act.

Army in Olympic Games 

The House on May 17 passed the 
Senate Bill (S. 1808) authorizing Army 
participation in the Eleventh Olympic 
games. The bill already had been passed 
by the Senate, thus completing its legis- 
lative course. 

The bill was offered in the House by 
Representative Plumley of Vermont who 
stated ; 

“Mr. Speaker, I am directed by the 
Committee on Military Affairs to ask 
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unanimous consent for the present con- 
sideration of the bill S. 1803, to author- 
ize the Secretary of War to pay certain 
expenses incident to the training, attend- 
ance, and participation of the equestrian 
and modern pentathlon teams in the 
Kleventh Olympic Games. This measure 
authorizes the Secretary of War to 
direct the training and attendance of 
personnel and animals of the Regular 
Army as participants in the Eleventh 
Olympic Games. There is no increase 
in the appropriation or expenditure, but 
it permits the charge for these expenses 
to be made to the appropriations for the 
support of the Army.”

“The specific allegations of which 
Colonel Williams was found guilty were 


the soliciting and obtaining of a loan

General and Assistant to The Quarter- 
master General in charge of the Trans- 
portation Division of The Quarter- 
master General's Office in November, 
1933, from the representative of an auto- 
mobile tube concern whom he knew was 
attempting to favorably interest him in 
this tube in order to secure War Depart- 
ment contracts and also of giving false 
testimony, by denying the loan, before 
Sub-Committee No. 8 of the Committee 
on Military Affairs of the House of Rep- 
resentatives on December 10, 1934. He 
was acquitted of a specification alleging 
the receipt of another sum of $2,000 of 
which there was no documentary evi- 
dence. 

“The charges were preferred as a re- 
sult of a very thorough investigation 
made by The Inspector General of the 
Army at the direction of the Secretary 
of War and the court, with one excep- 
tion, was composed entirely of general 
officers stationed in Washington. 

“The proceedings now go to The Judge 
Advocate General for review by him and 
the Board of Review, a statutory board 
of three officers of The Judge Advocate 
General's Department. The holding and 
opinion of the Board of Review and the 
recommendations of The Judge Advocate 
General are then transmitted to the 
Secretary of War for the final action of 
the President.” 


Army Promotion Bill 

With the West Point bill out of com- 
mittee and passed by the House, and 
the hearings on the Tennessee Valley 
Authority tegislation proceeding at rapid 
pace, early consideration of the War De- 
partment promotion bill by the House 
Military Affairs Committee is antici- 
pated. 

Representative McSwain, chairman of 
the committee, has repeated positively 
that the hearings on Army promotion 
bill begin immediately upon completion 
of the TVA matter. He assures all in- 
quirers of this. In the meantime, he is 
pushing the TVA hearings with vigor, 
early this week securing permission 
from the House to hold committee meet- 
ings while the House is in session, thus 
speeding matters. 

It is not the intention of the com- 
mittee to consider promotion in subcom- 
mittee, but to begin immediately with 
consideration by the full committee. The 
War Department is amply prepared with 
data, forecasts, statistics, ete., and is 
ready with expert witnesses to explain 
the merits of the measure to the mem- 
bers of the committee. 

Those who have been watching and 
studying promotion legislation since the 
inception of the bill forecast approval of 
the measure by the House committee, 
with possibly some amendments to the 
bill already passed by the Senate. It is 
not believed, however, that the injection 
of matter so controversial as to block 
acceptance or compromise by the Senate 
will be successful. 

Support of the War Department Pro- 
motion bill by officers in the field con- 
tinues to be evident.

A GENERAL MOTORS VALUE 
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Marine Corps Personnel Bill 

The House bill to repeal Section 16 of 
the Marine Promotion and Retirement 
Act of April 29, 1934, was the subject of 
a spirited hearing Tuesday before the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee. Repre- 
sentative Melvin J. Maas, of Minnesota, 
member of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee and supporter of the measure 
when it passed that legislative branch 
several weeks ago, was the first witness. 
He strongly urged adoption of this bill, 
which would make lieutenant colonels 
and majors subject to the same retire- 
ment provisions that colonels, captains 
and first lieutenants are now subject to. 

Senator Hugo L. Black, who has been 
demanding an investigation of Marine 
Corps promotions under the present law, 
attended the Committee hearing. He an- 
nounced his wish to summon 50 wit- 
nesses before the Committee and vigor- 
ously cross examined Maj. Gen. John H. 
Russell, Commandant; Lt. Col. John M. 
Arthur, and Maj. L. L. Dye, assistant 
paymaster, particularly with reference to 
the cost of the legislation. Earlier in 
the session Senator Black was defeated 
in efforts to obtain an investigation of 
Marine Corps promotions in connection 
with nominations forwarded to the Sen- 
ate. If the Committee now permits ex- 
amination of the 50 witnesses Senator 
Black wants to call, he apparently will 
be getting in substance such a special in- 
vestigation. The matter was discussed at 
an executive session Wednesday but no 
decision was announced. 

Representative Maas told the Senate 
Committee the pending bill had had care- 
ful consideration before the House Naval 
Committee. “My position,” he added, “is 
that so long as we have the selection 
system and have elimination out in the 
grades above major and lieutenant col- 
onel, it is obviously inefficient and is 
going to destroy the morale of the Ma- 
rine Corps if you by law retain officers 
in those two grades. One of the great 
reasons for elimination at all was to get 
officers in the proper age for their grade 
so that they could perform efficiently 
the functions required of that particular 
grade. 

“We found in the Marine Corps, be- 
cause of the single list promotion, officers 
in the ranks where the age was away 
above that required for the rank. Ob- 
viously a 55 or 60-year-old major cannot 
perform in the field the duties of that 
rank, and it is unfair to ask enlisted 
men and other subordinate officers to 
follow a man physically not capable of 
performing the duties in the field of that 
grade. Naturally there are more arduous 
requirements for younger officers in the 
lower grades. 
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“By leaving Section 16 in the law, 
you are going to accentuate this very 
difference of age. Where you have a 50 
or 55-year-old major now, or a lieutenant 
colonel, and he cannot be eliminated, he 
is going to go on until he is 64, and 
under the single list promotion, he would 
sometime or other have been promoted 
and reached a higher grade. The men 
are going to serve under him not at 50 
or 55, but up to 6. 

“It is obviously unfair and destructive 
of morale if first lieutenants and cap- 
tains must be eliminated, but majors 
and lieutenant colonels can stay on if 
they fail of selection until they are 64. 
The younger officers in the lower grades 
must be subjected to the hazards of se- 
lection, full colonels must be subjected 
to that hazard and they are eliminated, 
but to put a little block right in the 


center is destroying the morale of the | 


whole service and also making for in- 
efficiency in the Corps itself. Major and 
lieutenant colonel are two of the most 
important ranks in any military organi- 
zation, and it is obviously necessar: that 
they be of an age appropriate to those 
duties.” 

Representative Maas described how 
the Navy law for selection was extended 
to the grades in that service, comparable 
with captain and first lieutenant in the 
Marines, and these Marine grades were 
included, but because of insistence that 
selection for the Marine Corps must cost 
no money, Section 16 was enacted “so 
that officers could not go on the retire- 
ment system.” He declared “that the 
whole efficiency of the Corps can be 
practically destroyed by a small block 


* * * of disgruntled officers” who have | 


been passed over, know they will never 
he selected again and have no chance 
for promotion and lose interest. 

“We feel it will lower the efficiency of 
the Marine Corps greatly if that situa- 
tion exists’, continued Mr. Maas. “That 
is, of course, leuving out the equation of 
individual officers who have been passed 
over, that some of us feel were quali- 
fied. The House to take care of that 
situation, extended the repeal of Sec- 
tion 16, the effectiveness until 1936, giv- 
ing all of these officers another chance 
before the selection board and another 
opportunity to be picked up and we have 
made it very clear in our hearings and 
in our statements on the floor of the 
Hlouse in the passage of this Act that we 
expect the Marine Corps to correct what 
some of us feel were injustices in harsh 
selection. We do not criticize their com- 
plying with the law, but we think that 
they went further than was necessary, 
and we have now given them another 
opportunity, if Section 16 is repealed, as 
effective 1936, to reconsider all of those 
officers in the grades of major and lieu- 
tenant colonel who have been passed 
over and give them another chance at 
promotion.” 


Senator Trammell, Chairman of the 
Committee, asked Senator Black (not a 
Committee member) when he wished to 
be heard. “It is entirely immaterial to 
me”, replied the Alabama Senator. “I 
am going to ask that before you finish 
the hearing, you summon a large num- 
ber of witnesses, probably 50 witnesses, 
who know considerable about this meth- 
od of selection, to show that the very 
things that he is talking about were not 
observed with reference to them. I have 
a great deal of information about that, 
and I do not think that this law can 
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be appropriately passed on by this Com- 
mittee and intelligently legislated until 
they summon a great many witnesses, 
who will not come unless they are sum- 
moned and who must be coerced by a 
summons, and asked the questions in 
order to get them to testify. It will 
probably be better after they have made 
that statement here, but my own judg- 
ment is that it is wholly impossible be- 
fore this Congress adjourns, to pass any 
bill upon this subject.” 

“We can take that up later’ 
Chairman Trammell. 

Major General Russell, called to tes- 
tify, explained that the purpose of the 
pending bill was “to promote the effi- 
ciency, morale and future usefulness of 
the Marine Corps by removing the re- 
strictions imposed by Section 16 of the 
Act of May 29, 1934, and thus provide 
for all grades of the Marine Corps the 
same system of promotion and retire- 
ment which the Congress has provided 
for the line of the Navy, of which the 
Marine Corps is in reality a part.” He 
added that Section 16, “a temporary 
saving clause, which prevents involun- 
tary retirements in the grades of lieu- 
tenant colonel and major and restricts 
increases in pay on promotion during a 
certain period, was reluctantly but 
necessarily placed in the Act last year 
in order to conform to the Administra- 
tion’s financial policy, and not incur any 
additional cost to the Government.” 

“However, when this section was pro- 
posed” continued the Commandant, “it 
was not foreseen that the Navy person- 
nel legislation contained in the Act of 
May 29, 1934, would be enacted. This 
latter legislation, which was applicable 
to the Marine Corps, extended selection 
to captains and first lieutenants. The 
application of this law to the Marine 
Corps completely changed the matter of 
additional cost and with repeal there 
will now be a saving of approximately 
$200,000 during the next five years, thus 
eliminating the condition which pre- 
viously required the inclusion of Section 
16. 

“The favorable financial aspect is, 
however, of minor importance when the 
evil effects of the provisions of Section 
16 on morale and efficiency are con- 
sidered. As the law now stands, with 
respect to the Marine Corps, officers in 
the grades of colonel, captain, and first 
lieutenant, who become ineligible for 
promotion by reason of non-selection, re- 
tire under the same conditions as offi- 
cers of corresponding ranks in the Navy. 
However, officers in the grades of lieu- 
tenant colonel and major, who are not 
selected, may remain on the active list 
until they retire for age at 64, or until 
this section is repealed. This is not only 
a discrimination in favor of lieutenant 
colonels and majors, but creates a situa- 
tion which will adversely affect the 
morale and efficiency of the Corps.” 

General Russell expressed the opinion 
that “making the selection system of the 
Navy applicable to the Marine Corps 
has been the salvation of the Corps. It 
has given new life to it and the oflicers 
are now on their toes. There is an in- 
centive for hard work and 
Urging the Committee to complete the 
work of last year by repealing Section 
16, General Russell said it was apparent 
that “if this is not done the upper four- 
sevenths of the grades of lieutenant 
colonel and major, may, in a few years, 


, rejoined 


be filled with officers who are not con- 
sidered qualified for promotion, and 
eventually selection boards may be 
forced to select this class of officers. 
The harmful effects incident to the re- 
tention on the active list of those 
officers who have failed of selection in 
the grades of lieutenant colonel and 
major, as provided in Section 16, are 


obvious and cannot be overestimated. 
In addition to this, their retention clogs 
the wheels of the promotion system and 
greatly impairs the very object of the 
Act, viz: a steady and uniform rate of 
advancement 
age through the various grades, 
eliminating stagnation of promotion and 
overage of officer personnel. * * * With

(continued from Preceding Page) 
total of sixteen additional officers, may 
involuntarily retired each year; 
second, it will place officers of all grades 
on the same status; third, it will pro- 
ride a reasonable and regular flow of 
promotion ; fourth, there will be a sub- 
gantial saving to the Government : and 
ffth, but not least, it will greatly in- 
crease the morale and efficiency of the 
Varine Corps. 

“As an essential part of the combat 
jrces of the Navy”, continued General 
fussell, “the Marine Corps must main- 
win the same high standard of efficiency 
the Navy and I cannot too strongly 
yge that this Committee favorably 
rwommend the passage of this bill to 
the Senate. It has the approval of the 
\(ministration, and has been given high 
priority as essential legislation by the 
Navy Department.” The General, in con- 
ending, displayed a chart showing “the 
ideal system and the effects of the sys- 
tem” and said officers “familiar with the 
personnel and financial features of the 
nil” had come with him, prepared to 
explain them to the Committee. 

Replying to questions by Senator Hale, 
(olonel Arthur said, regarding the num- 
er of officers which may be retired by 
the bill, that “an estimate has been car- 
red forward for a period of 10 years, 
and it was found that in the grade of 
lleutenant colonel, there will be an aver- 
age of only 3.2 each year for the next 
ten years and there will be an average 
of nine in the grade of major, or a total 
of only 12.2 officers per year in the next 
ten years.”” 

Senator Walsh, of 
aked what the chart showed and 
Colonel Arthur said it was “drawn to 
graphically illustrate the evil effects of 
Section 16,” adding: “Assuming that an 
oficer comes in, the average age being 
2 years, he spends three years as a 
second lieutenant, when he is automati- 
cally promoted to first lieutenant. After 
four years as a first lieutennt, he is pro- 
noted to captain at the age of 29; seven 
jears later, to major at 36, and after

seven years in each grade, he will rea- 
sonably expect to be a major general and 
retire for age at 64. That is the ideal 
system, and the point in which we hope 
to get and will get as soon as Section 16 
is eliminated.” 

“Does the carrying out of the ideal 
system necessitate retirements in every 
grade?” Senator Walsh inquired. 

“Yes, sir’ Colonel Arthur responded, 
adding that there was now involuntary 
retirement in the three grades of colonel, 
captain and first lieutenant, but none 
in the two grades of major and lieu- 
tenant colonel. Replying to Senator 
Gerry, Colonel Arthur explained that 
that this “makes a hump from the grade 
of major all the way back.” While the 
grade of promotion for lieutenant colonel 
“is practically the same with or without 
Section 16. * * * the inability to retire a 
small number of officers each year 
throws back the grade of major, captain, 
and first lieutenant. It has an effect of 
six numbers a year on the grade of 
major, 16 in the grade of captain and 
16 in first lieutenants. This will result 
in a period of 21 years of a loss of seven 
years; in other words one entire grade.” 

“What is the expense of this?” asked 
Senator Walsh and General Russell 
answered: “$200,000 in five years.” At 
that point Senator Black intervened with 
au question and there followed a_pro- 
longed and spirited cross examination 
which occupied most of the remainder of 
the hearing. Questions and answers 
follow: 

Senator Black: Do you intend to leave 
the impression by that that the Govern- 
ment will save money by the passage of 
this bill? 


General Russell: Yes. 


Senator Black: You state that abso- 
lutely? 

General Russell: In the next five 
years. 

Senator Black: But the question I 


asked was, will you state that the Gov- 
ernment will save money by the passage 
of this bill? I did not say anything 
about five years. 

General Russell: I said five years, and 





$200,000 in five years. 

Senator Black: You intended, did you 
not, to leave the impression with the 
Committee that the Government, and 
you state in your report as I heard it 
read, that this would be a financial sav- 
ing to the Government, and you did not 
state for five years, did you? 

General Russell: Yes, sir, I stated for 
five years. 

Senator Black inquired about the ef- 
fect of the proposed legislation on the 
expenses of the Government for a period 
of 20 years and Major Dye, Assistant 
Paymaster, said he did not know “that 
any figures could be gotten that would 
be worth while over a period of 20 
years, because we do not know who is 
soing to be retired in that time and who 
is coming in. The figures would not be 
worth much when you got over the 10 
year period.” This colloquy ensued: 

Senator Black: Did your report to the 
Hlouse say that it would be a saving 
to the Government of $705,000. 

Major Dye: Based on a certain policy. 

Senator Black: What policy? 

Major Dye: The policy that is ex- 
pressed in the hearing there, of filling 
up the vacancies caused by retirement 
at the rate of 72 each year, with repeal 
or without repeal. 

Senator Black: And the figures now 
given show a saving of $200,000. What 
is the difference? 

Major Dye: The difference there is 
that you run the complements the same 
under each set up. 

Senator Black: Is it not true and do 
you not know it to be true, that if the 
polley is carried out, that after 10 and 
15 years, the Government expense will 


be increased by many millions of dol- 
lars? 

Major Dye: No, sir, I do not know 
that. I know that after five years there 


will be some additional expense. 
Senator Black: Do you deny that the 
expense to the Government will be 
greatly increased ? 
Major Dye: I do not deny 
time it will cost some money. 
Senator Black: Are you 


that in 


willing to 


state that it would be fair to report to 
the Senate that the passage of this 
measure would save money for the 
Government on the long range? 

Major Dye: Well, on the long range 
I would say no, 

Senator Black: It is not fair, is it, 
to leave this Committee of the Senate 
under the impression that the passage 
of this bill will eventually save money 
for the Government. 

Major Dye: I believe it will even- 
tually stabilize at a certain point and 
after that it will cost additional money. 

Questions and answers were repeated 
several times to about the same end 
and Major Dye said he had told the 
House Naval Affairs Committee that the 
increased cost of the legislation over a 
ten-year period would be about $286,- 
000. When there had been a further vol- 
ley of questions from Senators Walsh, 
Gerry and Hale about the cost of the 
proposed law, Major Dye interrupted to 
say: 

“The increased cost of the second five 
years is $490,000. That, less the $204,000 
saving in the first five years, is a net 
increased cost for 10 years of $286,000", 
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emphasize the value of coordination and cooperation as a “band of brothers.” 
Repeatedly in our own Service the truth has been driven home that victory will 
not rest primarily on material perfection, or slight numerical superiority, or a 
perfect administrative machine. Rather will it go to the force that is guided by 
the skill and intuition of its commander, upon the trust in him of his captains and 
their understanding of what he would want them to do in unexpected circumstances, 
and of the genuine and general expression of the will to win. It is the presence 
of these factors in our Fleet today which justifies the belief of the country in its 
strength. 


THERD SHOULD BE NO HESITATION OR DELAY in bringing to sharp 
account John Hayes Holmes, Pastor of the Community Church in New York. 
“If it comes to a choice between the uniform of a soldier and the 
uniform of a convict,” Holmes was quoted as saying, “I’d use the 
uniform of a convict every time. In time of war the uniform of a soldier is 
the uniform of a murderer.” Such words seemed to appeal to the 10,000 men and 
women and children above whose ranks in New York last Saturday flew the red 
flag, for there was no cry of shame, no effort to repudiate the man who so grossly 
degraded his citizenship and so conclusively demonstrated his unfitness to wear 
the cloth of his holy profession. Mr. Holmes has conveniently forgotten that the 
Constitution of the United States under which he has thrived and prospered, and 
which grants him liberty but not license to speak, specifically describes as a pur- 
pose of the creation of the Republic provision for the common defense. He has 
conveniently forgotten that from Washington to Pershing our history is studded 
with the great deeds of men who wore the uniform and made the country what 
it is today. It may be he will fail of punishment for disgraceful and unforgivable 
libel, but the attention of his Congregation is called to the following quotation from 
a letter written In 1906 by President Theodore Roosevelt to Rear Admiral Thomas, 
Superintendent of the Newport Naval Training Station: “ * * * I cannot suffi- 
ciently express my indignation and contempt for any man who treats their (the 
Army and Navy) uniform save with the respect to which it is entitled. * * * The 
fact of wearing the United States uniform should be accepted as presumptive 
evidence that the man who wears it is all right; and any discrimination against 
the uniform as such is more than presumptive evidence that the man thus dis- 
criminating is all wrong.” Applauding as he does the symbol of patriotic service, 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt should follow the example of his predecessor, and 
endeavor to provide an opportunity for this man Holmes to wear the stripes which 
he says he prefers to his country’s badge of honor. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S INTIMATE ACQUAINTANCE with the factors 
essential for a strong National Defense is responsible for his exercise of the veto 
power in behalf of the protection of the Retired List. Disapproving an Act of 
Congress for the appointment and retirement of former Major Samuel Kaufman, 
Dental Corps, Mr. Roosevelt said: “The retirement system of the Regular Army 
was provided for the two-fold purpose of attracting desirable permanent personnel 
to the Service and of vitalizing the Active List. Its maintenance for such purpose 


is vital to the National Defense and should not be jeopardized by utilizing it as 
a means of relief or for placing upon the Retired List persons other than the per- 
manent personnel of the Military Establishment.” In protecting the Retired List 
from the invasion of men who have no place thereon, Mr. Roosevelt is not only doing 
a service to the Retired personnel but to those in service who some day will go 
upon it.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Navy Line Bill—-The Navy Line Personnel bill encountered an objection from 
Senator King, of Utah, when Chairman Trammell of the Naval Affairs Committee, 
sought agein this week to call it up from the unanimous consent Calendar. It has 
been on this Senate Calendar for several weeks, having already passed the House. 

“I have objected to consideration of this bill,” said Senator King to the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL later, “because it seemed to me the time for discussing its pro- 
visions was too brief. I have objected even to consideration of my own bills on that 
Calendar for the same reason. 

“Wurther than that, however, [ have felt opposed to methods by wkich service 
legislation seems to be advanced in Congress. There is frequent adjustment of per- 
sonnel for one service. That is followed by a request for equal treatment from the 
other service, Thus step by step we find ourselves moving to larger expenses. My 
objections to consideration of the Navy Line Personnei bill,” concluded Senator 
King, “may not indicate that | am opposed to the subject matter. I will look into 
the bill, probably, before there is another call of the Calendar.” 


Pay of Air Officers Temporarily Advanced in Rank—The Comptroller General has 
ruled, in an opinion to Capt. J. H. Doherty, finance officer at Langley Field, that 
Lt. Col. George C. Kenney, AC, USA, (a captain who holds the temporary rank 
of lieutenant colonel) is entitled to the pay of the fifth pay period. (Incidently, 
the Comptroller inserts a (T) between rank and name in speaking of Colonel 
Kenney to indicate his temporary rank.) 

“There has been received your letter of April 5, 1935,” the Comptroller said 
in a letter to Captain Doherty “requesting decision whether you are authorized 
to make payment on a voucher transmitted therewith, constituting the claim of 
Lieutenant Colonel (T') George C. Kenney, AC, USA, for the difference between 
pay of the fourth period and fifth period, from March 2 to 31, 1935, while 

to duty as Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, Air Corps, with temporary in- 
creased rank from captain to lieutenant colonel, under the provisions of section 
3 of the act of July 2, 1926, 44 Stat. * * * 

“The act of July 2, 1926, cited, provides that the assignment by the Secretary 
of War of officers of the Air Corps to flying commands shall carry temporary 
rank ‘including pay and allowances appropriate to such rank.’ The regulations 
fixes the rank for the duties assigned in this case as lieutenant colonel. The 
base pay of lieutenant colonel may be in any one of three pay periods, not based 
on any standard of efficiency, but by reason of length of service or circumstances 
of entering the service. An officer holding the rank of lieutenant colonel is 
entitled to base pay of the sixth period if he has completed thirty years’ service; 
to pay of the fifth period (1) if he has completed twenty years’ service, (2) if his 
firat appointment In the permanent service was in a grade above that corresponding 
to captain in the Army, or (3) if appointed to the Regular Army under the 
provisions of the first sentence of section 24 of the National Defense Act; and to 
pay of the fourth period if not within the conditions prescribed for the fifth or 
sixth period. The service record of this officer shows that his first appointment 
in the Regular Army was in the grade of captain and that he has completed less 
than 20 years’ service. It would appear, however, that he was appoined to the 
Regular Army under the provisions of the first sentence of section 24 of the 
National Defense Act. Such statute provided that not less than one-half of the 
total number of vacancies created thereby should be filled, subject to such examina- 
tion as the President may prescribe by persons other than officers of the Regular 
Army who served as oflicers of the United States Army during the World War. 
While claimant’s original appointment was in the rank of captain, it nevertheless, 
was made under the provisions of section 24 of the cited act, and the placing of 
lieutenant colonels who entered the Regular Army in that manner, in the fifth 
period without regard to length of service, would appear to have as its purpose 
the placing of him more nearly on a parity with oflicers of the regular service 
who normally would benefit by reason of a longer period of service. See House 
Report 926, part 2, 67th Congress, 2nd Session, pages 7 and 8. There appears 
nothing which would limit the application of this exception to oflicers originally 
appointed in the rank of lieutenant colonel. Indeed, if it were applicable only to 
officers who were appointed fo the Regular Army under the first sentence of 
section 24 of the National Defense Act, as amended, June 4, 1920, in the rank 
of lieutenant colonel the provision would be superfluous as the oflicer would 
have been appointed to the regular Army as a lieutenant colonel—a grade above 
that of captain—and he would be entitled to fifth period pay under that excep- 
tion, ‘The provision therefore is clearly applicable to officers who entered the 
service in a lower rank and were thereafter advanced pursuant to law to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel. Accordingly, you are advised that claimant’s rank and 
service shows him to be entitled to pay of the fifth period, and payment is 
authorized on the voucher returned herewith, if otherwise correct.” 


Reserve Division Bill—One of the principal questions the Reserve Officers Asso- 
ciation will have up for discussion and decision at the annual convention at 
Minneapolis, Minn., June 10, 11 and 12, will be whether or not a Reserve Division 
is desired at the War Department. Legislation to consolidate the administration 
of all War Department oflices dealing with the Reserves into a bureau or division 
headed by a major general of the Officers’ Reserve Corps is now pending in the 
House, and what action the Association takes on the bill next month undoubtedly 
will determine its fate. Oflicially the Association is on record in favor of the 
proposal, but the matter has not given any detailed consideration in recent years 
and there is certain to be opposition to it raised now that Congress seems disposed 
to act. The plan to place the administration of Reserve affairs in a separate 
division was advanced several years ago by Reserve officers who felt that in- 
sufficient attention was given to their needs at the War Department. It was 
suggested that the Reserves would get better treatment from Congress and from 
the War Department if a separate oflice, similar to the National Guard Bureau 
were organized. This proposal was discussed at length by the Association and a 
resolution passed urging legislation to put it into effect. Subsequently, conditions 
at the War Department changed. There was greater appreciation of the Reserve 
and its needs, and the post of executive for Reserve affairs to the Chief of Staff 
was established. This officer, usually a senior colonel or a brigadier general has 
an office adjacent to the Chief of Staff and has access to him at all times. Many 
Reserve officers are of the opinion that this set-up is far more advantageous to the 
Reserve than would be the proposed division. In fact, it is pointed out that since 
the present system was installed there has been no active sentiment in favor of 
the bureau or division plan. This year, Representative John J. McSwain, chairman 
of the House Military Affairs Committee, introduced a bill to carry out the pro- 
posal expressed in the resolution, and it was reported some weeks ago after brief 
hearings. The War Department opposed the bill, but not actively so, taking the 
stand that it ‘vas inadvisable but if the Reserves wanted it they would not 
fight about it. Since then, however, opposition to the bill has been heard among 
Reserve officers and several departments and chapters of the Association have

voted against it. They are expected to press their objections at the convention, 
There is considerable sentiment heard among Reserve officers to again draft 
Lt. Col. Frank HW. Lowe, FA-Res., as president. Colonel Lowe has been so SUCCE Rs, 
ful in his term in office that he will find it difficult declining to let his name 
offered for renomination. 






Commissioning other than Academy Men—With provision being made for the 
commissioning of officers in both the Army and Marine Corps from sources other 
than the Military and Naval Academies, there appears to be sentiment at the 
Navy Department for something similar as to the Navy. During recent hearings 
on the bill to increase the number of appointments to West Point, the Chief ot 
Staff of the Army, General MacArthur, and other War Department officials, ey. 
pressed themselves as being highly in favor of commissioning each year a number 
of college ROTC graduates, and while authority to do this already exists, the bill 
was re-drafted to provide for 75 appointments from among Reserve officers eae 
year. It is expected to become law in this form. The Marine Corps is no, 
examining a number of ROTC graduates for commissioning and is taking them in 
preference to a considerable number of Naval Academy men, graduates of regen; 
classes who resigned upon completion of their course. The idea seems to be gg 
to the Army and the Marines, that while the service academies are by far ang 
ubove the best source of officer material, it is a good thing not to confine appoint. 
ments to these sources. At the Navy Department, while there is nothing ag yet 
definitely worked out, something of the same attitude seems to be developing 
For years there have been no appointments made in the Line of Navy save from 
the Naval Academy and a few from warrant ranks. Several ranking naval officers 
express themselves in favor of appointing a few Naval ROTC graduates each year. 
Along the same line of securing material with a new viewpoint, the suggestion jg 
advanced that some of the Aviation Cadets who are to be recruited under the 
new law, will prove themselves such good officer material that it will he desire 
to commission them in the Regular Navy. 








Naval Academy—Instructors—A bill to provide for the retirement and retirement 
annuities of civilian members of the teaching staffs at the Naval Academy and Post. 
graduate school at Annapolis has been introduced by Senator Trammell and referred 
to the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs. These civilian members are designated 
to include instructors, assistant chief instructors, chief instructors, assistant profes. 
sors, associate professors and professors. 

Their contracts of employment under this proposed law would be required to 
carry provision for a deferred annuity policy, having no cash surrender or loan 
provision, from a joint-stock life insurance corporation, that has a charter restriction 
that its business be conducted without profit to its stockholders. Toward pur. 
chasing such a deferred annuity, each member of such teaching staffs will be re 
quired to register a monthly allotment of 10 per cent of his monthly basic salary. But 
each such allotment shall be credited with an additional sum equivalent to 5 per cent 
of monthly basic pay. 

Retiring age for all civilian members of the teaching staff would be June 13, 
following the 65th birthday. The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to pay from 
public funds sufficient sums to guarantee each retiring teacher an annuity of $1,20 
per year. A similar bill has been introduced in the House by Representative 
Gambrill. 


Navy Ship Construction—The House Naval Affairs Committee has been further 
considering the bill to distribute the 10 per cent excess profits tax on construction 
of new Navy ships over a period of two years and to modify bonding provisions for 
contractors. More witnesses have been heard but the Committee has reached no 
decision, 

Most members of the Committee left Washington Thursday for an inspection 
trip to Pensacola, Miami, Jacksonville and Key West. They plan to study Navy 
plants and operations at those places, returning to Washington Tuesday next. 


British Service Magazine Hits Admiral Standley’s Remarks—Admiral Standley’s 
statment made before the House appropriation committee recently regarding British 
naval aviation is branded as “reckless and exaggerated” by the Army, Navy and 
Air Force Gazette, of London in the current issue of that service periodical. The 
British editor sees in the creation of the GHQ Air Force and in the reports 
of the Baker Board and the Howell Commission evidence that the United States 
“is heading towards” an independent air service. Admiral Standley’s remarks, 
it is declared, are a result of “uneasiness” on this score felt in the Army and 
Navy. While conceding “in part” the truth of the American Chief of Naval 
Operations that the British naval aviation is inferior to that of the United 
States, the Gazette declares that this is only because the British Admiralty 8 
blind to the value of aircraft, and that if they had only diverted funds from 
surface ships the Air Ministry would have given them as good a naval air force 
as is in existence. 

“Admiral Standley is naturally opposed to an independent Air Force, and 
his alleged statement can be heavily discounted as typical propaganda,” states 
the Gazette. “It is true only in part. The U. S. A. has the strongest naval alr 
force in the world. It is to operate 920 aircraft during the coming fiscal year 4% 
compared wih 760 last year. The British Navy is to operate 184 aircraft 4 
compared with 165 last year, but these do pot include any of the flying hoats, 
coastal units, or shore-based aircraft, availahie for naval co-operation or training, 
which are under Air Ministry control.” 

“It will be noted that Admiral Standley says that it is the operations from 
the carriers, not the types of aircraft or their equipment, which are elemenary 
in character,” continues the Cazette. “Here we should say his knowledge is in- 
complete and out of date. Great strides have been made in the last three or 
four years. The Fleet Air Arm has suffered probably more than any other from 
post-War economy. It was a new formation, and at a time when it was difficult 
enough to extract money from the Treasury for the bare maintenance of existing 
establishments it was even more difficult to get it for expanding and developing 
a new force. A fatal change was the abolition of the fine Aircraft Squadron 
the Grand Fleet under its own admiral. For twelve years the aircraft cane 
were worked as isolated units, each under its own captain who was fully occuple 
in running his own ship—one of the most thankless jobs in the Service, with ae 
departments to please. The appointment in 1931 of a rea-admiral to eo-ordina ‘ 
and develop the work of the carriers was a big improvement and has had ee 
ficial results.

Longevity Bill 
Legislation to insure that credit will 
be given commissioned officers, warrant 
officers and nurses of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard for the 
past three years for longevity purposes 
is expected to be brought before the 
Hlouse Wednesday, June 5. 

The Heuse Naval Committee is due 
for its calendar day in the House, June 
5, and that body has decided to bring 
before the House a bill introduced by 
Representative Carl Vinson, committee 
chairman, which will insure that the 
Comptroller General allow “fogies” 
earned since July 1, 1932. The bill has 
already been reported by the House 
Naval Committee and is expected to pass 
the House without much opposition 
whenever it can be brought up for a 
vote. It bears the endorsement of the 
President and the Bureau of the Budget. 

An identical bill to the Vinson mea- 
sure applying to all of the services under 
1922 Pay Act, has already passed the 
Senate.

Relief of Disbursing Officers 

The bill (S. 1561) to provide relief for 
disbursing officers of the Army in cer- 
tain cases, was passed by the Senate 
May 20 with amendments to it offered 
by the Military Committee. The amend- 
ments repeal prior laws relating to the 
Navy and make the proposed procedure 
applicable to that service. 

As amended and sent to the House the 
bill reads: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the General Ac- 
counting Office shall relieve any disbursing 
officer of the Army or Navy charged with 
responsibility on account of loss or defi- 
ciency .while in the line of his duty, of 
Government funds, not to exceed an amount 
equal to one one-hundredth of 1 per eent 
of the total disbursements made by such 
disbursing officer under any one bond for 
deficiencies as distinguished from physical 
losses, vouchers, records, or papers, in his 
charge, where such loss or deficiency oc- 
curred without fault or negligence on the 
part of said officer: Provided, That the 
Secretary of War shall have previously de- 
termined that the officer was in the line 
of his duty, and the loss or deficiency oc- 
curred without fault, negligence, or crimi- 
nality on his part: Provided further, That 
the second paragraph of the title “Pay, 
miscellaneous” of the act of July 11, 1919 
(41 Stat. 132), is hereby repealed: And 
provided further, That all cases of relief 
granted under this authority during any 
fiscal year shall be reported in detail to the 
Congress by the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy.
